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BASIC-ABSTRACT: The aid has a transparent cylindrical 
vessel, such as a test 

tube, containing a liquid and float. The aid is enabled to 
demonstrate the 

upward motion of a body in such a vessel under the action 
of atmospheric 

pressure. For this purpose, the body (float) has the shape 
of a truncated cone 

of neutral buoyancy, whose height exceeds the diameter of 
the vessel. The 

maximum diameter of the float is less than the internal 
diame^:er of the vessel. 

The tube is turned upside down from its upright position, 
finishing up inclined 
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to the vertical in the position shown. Liquid (2) starts 
to flow out through 

the gap between body (3) and the wall of the vessel, while 
(3) moves upward in
